The police still assert that they 
will be able to indict the brother before 
gnother week has expired. 

This is not believed by those who have 
followed the case. At least one additional 
witness has come forward to say that he 
faw the murered girl as late as 7:30 o'clock 
Baturday night. 

He makes the fourth one to so testify. 

'’At that hour the brother was nine miles 
away and there remained until 12:30 mid- 
night. When he got home he found the 
girl dead and gave the alarm. 

Being unable to hold the boy on the 
evidence in hand, the police caused his in- 
dictment for the theft of a watch. He 
denies ever seeing the watch. However, 
the indictment served to prevent his re- 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus. Then 
when the court was asked to fix a bond 
for the boy’s release under the _ indict- 
ment for theft, the court evaded the rule 
against excessive bail by ‘‘taking the mat- 
ter under advisement.”’

‘There is something the matter with this 
campaign.’’ said Richard Croker today.

If they do not 
and if this apathy continues it’s going to 
a strange campaign and a peculiar 
election. I was talking to a Republican 
not long ago and he told me that the politi- 
cal situation was puzzling Hanna. The Re- 
publicans do not know what to make of 
the apathy and they are frightened. Four 
years ago today the campaign was red hot 
ond the Republicans were whooping against 
free silver. We were in a big national fight. 

“tiow is it now? Quiet. There is no ex- 
citement. There is no betting. You do not 
hear people tn the street cars talking poli- 
tics,’’ 

“Do you know what I think?” continued 
Croker. “I think that the people have made 
up their minds to vote against McKinley 
and are just quietly awaiting for election 
day. 

“IT am sure that all the signs point to the 
election of Bryan.’’ 

In a lengthy speech for taciturn Richard 
Croker, the Tammany leader, today gave 
advice to Democratic organizers. There 
was a full attendance of district leaders at 
the hall. 

Mr. Croker said:

Mansell Maeger went back and examined 
the body. The wheels and the trucks had 
not marred the features. Life was extinct. 
Maeger is positive the man was dead when 
his pody was placed on the tracks. 

Word was sent to K; insas City, Kan. po 
an undertaker'’s wagon was sent out to ge 
the body, reaching the scene at about id 
o'clock. While the undertaker’s assistants 
were placing the body ina coffin, the dis- 
covered two men about 10 yards distant, 
intentiy watching their movements. ‘The 
men were standing in some tall weeds that 
line the right-of-way and when they found 
they had been discovered they dodged down 
in the weeds and disappeared. None of the 
men about the body had a revolver and aft- 
er discussing whether the y should give pur- 
suit, abandoned the idea and returned to 
Kansas City, Kan., with the body. 

Coroner Tracey began an investigation 
this morning and found that Fauteck had 
boarded Conductor Furman’s car at Vance 
at 10:30 last night. He told Furman to let 
him off about ene-half a-mile north of the 
parallel road crossing.

Fauteck left the train at the point 
cated. It was the last time he was 
alive, except probably by the men who are 
responsible for his death 

In making an investigation Sheriff Men- 
denhall discovered that Fauteck's body had 
been fearfully mutilated by a keen-bladed 
knife.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—All England expects 
to hear soon from authority an announce- 
ment of the engagement of Mrs. James 
Brown Potter to a well-known man of 
title and of vast wealth. 

This gentleman, whose fame as a sports- 
man is as great in the United States as in 
England, has been for several months 
paying Mrs. Potter marked attention.

Mrs. Potter is thoroughly at home in 
England. She has been of late estab- 
lishing country homes after the English 
fashion; she has now completed the :sum- 
mer house at Maidenhead, modeled in a 
Manner after the Shakespeare cottage at 
og gay to which she has given 

er close personal attention for the past 
year. 

Herg she will keep open house to her 


friends through the summer and deep into 
the fall. The broad grounds, cropped and 
set with flower beds and laid with gravel 
waiks, slope gently down to the bank of 
‘the Thames, where ‘“‘among lazily plumin 
swans’ at an acre long wharf are moore 
cushioned skiffs and punting boats.

“HE IS THE BEST RACEHORSE I EVER RODE” 


BY JAMES TOD SLOAN. 


To the Pdfior of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 25. — Balleyhoo 
Bey is the best racehorse I ever rode. I 
told John Hyland so on Wednesday just 
after I had worked him out, and my 
experience with him this afternoon only 
confirms my belief. To begin with, his 
conformation is that of the ideal thor- 
oughbred—shapely head, with broad fore- 
head, deep through the heart, short cou- 
pled, legs set well under him and alto- 
gether as clean cut as a deer. 

He seems to know just what is expected 
of him and acts in concert with his rider. 
As I jogged up to the starting point he 
was full of life, but was as gentle as a 
lamb and as obedient as a marionette. 
He had a great field of 2-year-olds to deal 
with—one of the best that ever faced a 
starter—so I knew it behooved me to get 
him away infront. There was a short de- 
lay at the post and it bothered several of 
the youngsters. 

Balleyhoo Bey, however, liked the ex- 
citement and the longer the wait the bet- 
ter he became. Suddenly the horses were 
bunched. Balleyhoo Bey broke in front 
and away they went, Every rider seemed 
to be urging on for the lead. My colt 
was full of running and was eager for his 
head. I stayed ahead only for a few sec- 
onds. I saw O’Connor and two or 
three others whipping and riding hard 
and Balleyhoo Bey was moving so easily 
and safely that I had a mental picture of 
the finish. 

I just took a wrap in the bridle reins 
and pulled him back to fourth position. 
Three, on even terms, passed me, so real- 
ly I wasn’t much worse than second. 

There I lay, never touching my mount 
with whip or spur, and allowing the oth- 
ers to fight it out like demons. When 
the bend in the track had been made and 
the wire was only a short distance away 
I decided it was my move. I just bent 
a little further forward, touched lightly 
with the whip, and Ballyhoo Bey re- 
sponded nobly, like the big-hearted, game 
horse that he is. 

He bounded right ahead, getting faster 
with every stride, and passed under the 
wire winner by a good margin and with 
speed and courage to spare. 

He landed the richest of American 
stakes for Mr. Whitney, a generous 
sportsman, and I was proud of having 
ridden him. I consider him the most 


valuable race horse in America, and a. : 
golden prospect for a 3-year-old stake | 


animal. In declaring him the greatest 
horse I ever rode | include those of Eng- 
land. I came to America specially to 
pilot Ballyhoo Bey in this race, and I 
will return to England on Sept. 4. | 
wanted to sail next week, but could not 
get passage on a good boat.

she is said to be the richest girl in the 
world. 

Teresa Urrea is the divine healer. The 
Yaquis and other tribes of Indians call 
her Santa Teresa. She is known as the 


saint of-the Yaquis, and they kiss her

The saint has two husbands, while the 
other girl is still a senorita. 

Lucie Nadine de Salma is the girl of 
golden wealth who prefers to be merely 
human. She is the only child of the late 
Col. Murat de Salma of Chihuahua, who 
left her boundless ranches and _ inex- 
haustible gold mines, 

Both girls began their careers in a re- 
markable way. Lucie was captured bv 
the Yaquis at 15 years of age, and held 
in captivity fora year. At a powwow of 
the chiefs it was decided that she was the 
daughter of a Yaqui god. The people 
fell upon their faces in the dust and wor- 
shiped her. 

A white renegade played upon the af- 
fections of her old father and exacted as

She went with him 
She returned, gathered a hundred 


into the mountains and captured him. He 
is now confined, a maniac. 

Last week she was married in San 
Francisco to a young mining engineer, 
John Dwyer, a leader of the Yaqui revo- 
lutionary party. There was an elaborate 
wedding. Just how she overcame the 
obstacle of having an insane husband liv- 
ing is not explained. 

The history of this strange woman is 
unique. She is charged with being a 


revolutionist, with having incited the 
Yaquis to rebellion. She denies this ac- 
cusation. 

2 Nevertheless, it 1s said that -the frenzy 
of religious enthusiasm which she created 
was the cause of the bloody atfack upon 


the custom house at Nogales, state of 


Sonora. a few years ago by a band of 
Yaquis and other Indians. 

In 1891 Santa Teresa was accused of 
having caused the uprising of the Ya- 
qtfis which gave the Mexican govern- 
ment so much trouble and loss in that 
year. She was tried on the charge and 
imprisoned in Guaymas. At that time 
she was less than 19 years old. After a 
brief imprisonment she was exiled from 
Mexico, but later the sentence was modi- 
fied to permit her to enter the country. 

After the Nogales affair she was ban- 
ished a second time, and the decree of 
exile is still in force. She has spent the 
time since then in Arizona, Texas and 
she is said to have 
wrought many miraculous cures. 

Santa Teresa has firm faith in her own 
powers. and declares that al] she desires 
to do is to go about restoring the sick and 
healing the maimed. 

Santa Teresa is 28 years old and plain 
in appearance. She is flat-chested. slen- 
der and fragile. She has fairly good 
features, her face being attractive because 
of the sweet expression of her mouth and 
the placidity of her large and languorous 
eyes. In spite of her parentage she is a 
woman of refinement, fond of books. 
She is devoted to the study of the nat- 
ural sciences, preferring 
books.

She claims that she learned nothing at 
school, having attended but a short time, 
but that she learned to read and write in 
a supernatural] 


manner. “My writing,” 


she says, “came to me of itself, 


I was 
not taught. On the floor of my moth- 
ers house I first wrote with my finger 
in the dust.” 

Santa Teresa was born in the old Mex- 
ican town of Culiacan, State of Sinaloa 
Her mother was a Tomachi Indian, 14 
years old at the time of Teresa’s birth. 
The parents separated early, and when 
the girl was 16 her father, a wealthy 
ranchman, sent for her to live with him 
in his hacienda in Cabora. 

While there she experienced the trance 
which changed the course of her career 
irom that of a simple Mexican girl to be- 
come a Joan of Arc to the Yaqui people. 
For the past 12 years she has been fa- 
mous as a healer in Mexico, New Mex- 
ico, Arizona and Texas. 

Her sentence of banishment in 189] 
caused the Tomachi Indane to take to 
the warpath, and in order to restore peace 
the authorities not only reyoked the de- 
cree of exile, but invited her to return. 
When she returned in 1893 the Indians 
and Mexicans flocked to her by thou- 


sands. To Cabora, where she had head-

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quarters, they went in caravans, taking 
their sick and crippled. Many are said 
to have been healed. 

The governor became alarmed at the 
demonstrations and urged her to quit the 
countrv. She yielded, but before leaving 
there came to her a delegation of 60 Ya- 
qui braves, who presented her with a 
huge bag of golddust and nuggets. She 
gave the gold to the sick and needy, en- 
hancing by this act the awe and reve ®ice 
in which the Indians held her. 

Qhe went to Presidio del Norte, Mexi- 
co, where she resumed the healing of the 
sick.

BURNING OF SCENTED GARWER, 
FTER Sir Richard Burton's death, 
his wife burned up his manuscript 
translation of the Arabic “Scented 
Garden.” although she had been offered 
6000 guineas for it, and she was accused 
of literary bigotry and vandalism to the 
day of her death. Her biography has just 
been published. 

The treatment of the “Scented Garden™ 
episode is rather unsatisfactory. She rea@ 
the manuscript and was quite overcome by 
its immorality, notwithstanding the faet 
that her husband had told her that. the 
“Arabian Nights” was a mere “baby tale” 
beside it. So she renounced the habit of ® 
lifetime—tmplicit fulfillment of Sir Riche 
ard's wishes—and put the sheets, one by 
one, into the fire. She justified herself by 
declaring that the publication of the work 
would do {ncaleuable harm, although, she 
asserted, “do not let anyone suppose thes 
Richard Burton ever wrote @ thing from 
the impure point of view.” 

Lady Burton's pictures which adorn her 
biography seem to indicate that she was 
weak and affected, but not #o the sensible 
resolutions which she drew up just before 
her marriage.

HERE its no doubt that the attendance 
in the St. Louls schools has de- 
creased during the last decade so far 

as the average annual rate of attendance is 
concerned : 

So far as I have been able to judge the 
attendance has closely followed the growth 
of the city. When the city grew rapidly 
the ratio of increase was large, and when 
the city’s growth was marked there 
was a corresponding decrease in the at- 
tendance each year, as compared with the 
previous year. 

Similar conditions, no doubt, prevailed in 
most other cities, fer it is a well-known 
fact that large communities have not growa 
so rapidly since 1893 as they did before 
that time. 

During the term of 1893-1894 the ratio of 
increase was more than five and one-half 
per cent. Last year it was only four- 
tenths of one per cent. During the season 
just closed there were signs of a healthy 
revival and increase of a little more than 
two and one-half per cent was recorded. 

All communities have their periods of 
slow growth. I can attribute the decrease 
in the attendance at the public 
only to the apparent fact that St. 
has been passing through one of 
periods.

sHE exact number of pupils in the pa- 
rochial schools is not reported annu- 

ally as is the case with the pubtic 
schools. While I have not the figures to 
show the percentages, I believe, as does Mr. 
Blewett, that the rate of increase has been 
extremely small during the last seven or 
eight years. My records show that the to- 
tal number of pupils in the parochial 
schools in 1897 and 198 was 16,000. From the 
best information at hand I belleve the pres3- 
ent attendance is about 12000. This is only 
an estimate and it may possibly bé too low. 

While I real.ze that the growth or stagna- 

tion of a city must be taken Into account 
as having an effect on school attendancsa; 
I am not prepared to say that an actual 
deterioration of St. Louts is responsible for 
this falling off in attendance at the public 
and parochial schools. 

The gro@th of the suburbs of St. Louis 
has no doubdt had an effect on the demand 
for education within the city limits. Hun- 
dreds of families have removed from St. 
Louis into the suburbs in recent years, 
These families now educate their children

Hieretofore such appeals have been heard by a 
tribunal so constituted that its 
mot possess the character of judicial determina- 
tion. 

An appeal fis now taken from the commissioner of 
pensions to the secretary of the department of 
the interior, By that official the papers are re- 
ferred to an assistant secretary, who refers the 
matter to the chief of a division, composed of 
clerks, some of whom are employed in the pension 
office and are detailed for such duties by the com- 
missioner. These clerks make reports on the cases 
given to them, which reports are forwarded to 
the chief of the division, who transmits them to 
the assistant secretary, by whom the appeals are 
formally decided. 

If the commissioner be overruled he may ask 
that the case be reviewed by the secretary of the 
interior in person. 
dure is not judicial, and the system is plainly com- 
plicated in the extreme. 

It is not to be expected that a reviewing tribu- 
nal composed largely of clerks appointed by the 
Secretary of the Interior on the nomination of the 
commissioner of pensions would have the neces- 
sary independence required for the adjudication 
of questions involving a review of the acts of their 
superiors in authority.

The appeals taken are referred to clerks com- 
posing the board of pension appeals, so that, in 
practice, one group of clerks in the department re- 
views the acts of other clerks, all subordinates 
to the same chief. Whatever may be said of the 
administrative advantages of this systém of revis- 
ion, and it Is not my purpose to criticise it as a 
convenient method for the dispatch of business, 
Il am persuaded that all will agree with me in af- 
firming that the essential requirements of a ju- 
dicial determination of questions of law and fact 
are not found in a tribunal so organized. 

The present practice ts objectionable both  be- 
cause of the lack of independent reviewers and be- 
cause they do not, probably cannot under their 
complicated system, review until after meritorious 
claimants may reasonably be supposed to have 
died from old age or disabilities. 

There is a widespread conviction among the vet- 
erans of the civil war that a court of competent 
jurisdiction and authority, a court composed of 
judres of learning, ability and character, should 
be éstablished to hear and decide appeals from the 
decisions of the commissioner of pensions. Such 
a tribunal would likewise command the respect of 
all citizens and secure for the administration of “ 
the pension laws the largest measure of public ccn- 
fidence. Under similar circumstances the court of 
claims was established for the *purpose of af- 
fording those who made demands upon the govern- ¢ 
ment an opportunity to be heard by a court, while 
the public interests were always guarded by the 
presence of the attorney general. 

According to trustworthy computations, there

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WHY DOES LOVE CAUSE PAIN AND TROUBLE?

M Y attention has been called to the fact that 


in @ single issue of the Post-Dispatch of 

last week there were chronicled no less 
than five different crimes or lawsuits, evéry one 
of which is said to have been caused by love. 

What can Cupid say for himself? Surely in the 
above instances his arrows must have been poi- 
soned or else véry badly aimed. 

This brings to our attention a question which no 
philosopher has been wise enough to answer. It 
is a question which has been asked for thousands 
of years and will probably remain unanswered 
for centuries yet to come. Sooner or later it 
comes to every one. It is this: Why are hatred, 
jealousy and suffering so often the accompanl- 
ments of love? 

Why must the highest and tenderest passion be 
linked with the brutal passions which lead inevi- 
tably to crime. 

For example, a young man in Columbus, O., 
killed and robbed his friend so that he might have 
money to give to his intended bride. Prior to his 
falling in love he appears to have been a harmless 
and easy-going youth, but the desire to give his 
sweetheart money and presents.4ransformed him 
into a cold-blooded, pitiless eriminal. 


Can {t be that love for a single individual tends 
to make some people indifferent to the claims of 
all others? 

There is no doubt whatever, though, that love is 
often blamed wrongly. We should not blame the 
river for the rocks that make navigation upon it 
dangerous. 

If the course of true love does not run smoothly, 
it is very generally the fault of social customs and 
prejudices to which we pay more deference than 
they deserve. 

Not long since a mother objected to her daugnh- 
ter's marriage with a very worthy young man on 
the ground that his religion was differgnt from 
hers. She obtained a promise from the too-obe- 
dient girl that the marriage would not take place, 
and a few hours afterward found her daughter 
lying dead, with an empty bottle labeled ‘‘carbolic 
acid" by her side.

COREA, July 31.

OREA is beginning to feel the {nfiuence of 
i the uprtsing in China. It would be hard to 
4 imagine the consternation of the Coreans 
as they learn day by day of the events which are 
surely leading to the overthrow of China. For 
2000 years Corea has looked up to China-as the pat- 
tern in almost everything. The very clothes that 
the Coreans wear are more Chinese than those the 
(Chinese themselves wear; the literary language is 
older and purer Chinese than the Chinese them- 
the Confucianism of Corea is Jess over- 
grown by other beliefs than is that of China. And 
to see the great Middle Kingdom, the center of 
all enlightenment, breaking up in the face of for- 
eign is a matter of most poignant grief 
to the Corean.

To be sure the Japanse in 1894 wrenched asunder 
the political ties which bound Corea to China and 
atiempted to force the Coreans to adopt allen cus- 
toms, but, though the outward bond was severed, 
the actual bond was welded the firmer. Why 
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should Corea not revere her great patron? Far 
back, over 1200 years before Christ, the Sage Kija 
came from China with his followers and fotinded 
the most successful colony the world has ever . €én, 
basing it on principles that, even in the twentieth 
century, might be taken as a model without the 
‘modification of a single item in its regime. When 
the Emperor Chin Si began the herculean task 
of building the great wall of China, 200 years betcre 
Christ, thousands of Chinese refugees fied from 
his conscription and threw in their lot with the 
dwellers of Southern Corea, and in co-operation 
with them established the Kingdom of Silla, which 
in its day was one of the most brilliant of any 
in Eastern Asia. It furnished Japan with a race 
of noblemen who to this day dominate the policy 
of that vigoreus empire: Arab merchants traded 
with her. She flourished tn the useful arts, as well 
as in the ornamental, as is proved by the fact 
that in the little town of Kyong-Ju, in Southern 
Corea, which was formerly the capital of Silla, 
there hangs to this day one of the largest bells 
in the world, surpassing in size even the enormous 
bell in Seoul, the present capital.

This is not because the powers consider Corea a 
part of China, ner because Corea is in any sense 
acvessory to the inhuman work going on across the 
Yellow Sea, but simply because, when China is 
partitioned between the powers,,Corea will be the 
only remaining portion of Eastern Asia that still 
clings to the old way of doing things, and the sit- 
uation will be an unsettled and precarious one. If 
Corea were such a power as Switzerland, with an 
enlightened government to act as a “buffer state” 
between the greater empires on either side, It 
might be possible to continue the status quo; but 
the trouble is that Corea Is so situated that she Is

There is no reason why a specialist In a certain 
department might not be the servant of two or 
three institutions, to the advantage of the subject 
represented and the colleges thus associated. Such 
association will open up new possibilities for the 
small college and will secure for {t privileges 
which are today beyond its reach. 

With better classification of educationa] work, 
with greater similarity of standards of admission 
and for graduation, with variety of type secured, 
so that individual institutions will have individual] 
responsibilities, there will be found the basis for 
a co-operation such as has not hitherto existed. 

This relationship will protect all who thus stand 
together against ignorance and misunderstanding. 

It will mitigate the evils of competition, and for 
these evils it will substitute the blessings which 
follow honorable and legitimate rivairy. 

The future of the small college will be a great 
future—a future greater than its past, because in 
the future it will be better equipped, better organ- 
ized and better adjusted.

Next below the governors are the judges and 
beneath them the Taotais. The Taotai governs a 
circuit which is composed of a group of depart- 
ments. 

The department {fs formed of a group of dis- 
tricts and has a prefect in charge of it. 

Last of all comes the poorly pald and overworked 
magistrate—the unit of the administrative system. 

He is obliged to be popular with both the people 
under him and the officials above him. If he falls 
his official boots are pulled off and he is thrown 
into the nearest ditch. 

The term of office of all the higher officials ts 
limited to three years, though it may be cut short 
at any moment.

UNE 13.--Tonight IT am up and waiting 
for the Boxers.

Church belis clanging in its 
wake means that we are to hasten to Gor- 
don hall. Hope died hard with me. Life 
seems very dear now that it is endangered.

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By DR. ARTHUR MINK, expert 


on nervous diseases and criminol- 
ogy: 


HE majority of criminals are eplleptics 
tj of some one of the many types in 
which this remarkable disease 
curs, and the increase in crime during ex- 
cessively hot weather is in great measure 
due to epileptic maniacs. Sunstroke, for 
instance, may develop epilepsy where it had 
not appeared before. I remember one splen- 
did subject affected in this wise. She was 
a young girl, and had been healthy until 
She fell under the sun’s heat. She was 
always after that an epileptic. The sun- 
Stroke had developed the latent disease. 
Excesses of any kind are dangerous when 
the temperature is abnormally high. Al- 
cohol, for instance, will cause alcoholic epi- 
lepsy if used to excess in extreme heat. 
Many of our vicious mid-summer crimes are 
due to alcoholic epilepsy, a most dangerous 
form of the disease. A man with alcoholic 
epllepsy may be in’ a half-sane state and 
not appear to be dangerous, and yet he is 
to be feared and watched. Weapons of any 
sort should be kept out of his hands. To- 
bacco in excess is also dangerous. in 
France they have trouble tn mid-summer 
with absinthe epileptics, who have epilepsy 
because of excessive use of absinthe. All 
forms of epilepsy are close to crime. An 
epileptic in irresponsible moods will attack 
his relative or his friend without provoca- 
tion, and he is especially dangerous when 
the temperature is abnormally high. 
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The maximum temperature for the first 
ead days of the month has ranged from 89 
“to 99 degrees, the average temperature for 
24 hours going below 90 degrees but once 
in the 22 days.

IFTY-TWO DOLLARS a year for two 

f persons is the sum which ex-Judzge 
Talcot of Valparaiso, Ind., sets apart 

for living expenses. What is more remark- 
able, he succeeds in keeping within this 
limit, and both he and Mrs. Talcot profess 
to be more than satisfied with the amuunt 
of food they allow themselves. 
Moreover, their figures are six times as 
impressive as those of the Chicago Uni- 
versity economists, who have recentiy pro 
voked wide discussion, declaring that a 
man and his wife can subsist at a cost of 
$300 a year. 
The $l-aweek expense limit Is more start- 
ling in view of the age of the remarkable 
xperimentalists. Judge Talcot is % years 
old, but is strong, well and active. Mrs. 
Talcot, who is some 10 years younger, has 
an almost girlish freshness of complexion, 
and does all the work about their home. 
As the judge has an abundance of means, 
the $l-a-week dietary regime is adhered to 
purely from choice. 
Households that have difficulty in making 
both ends meet on 10 times the o.um that 
iffords this aged couple so great conatent- 
ment are invited to study this simplest of 
regimens: 
Breakfast, oatmeal mush, milk and sugar. 
Dinner, bread and milk and sugar. 
Supper, cornmeal mush and sugar. 
Once a month this is varied by a meal iIn- 
luding a small amount of meat. 


As to quantity, one coffee-cup full of the 
at each meal quite suffices the 
udge, while his wife eats even less. 

Judge Talcot was willing to tell how it 
‘eels to live on 50 cents a week. 

‘Plain living is the secret of contentment 
ind of economy as well,” he said. “I used 
o be a pretty greedy eater when I was 
young. My first wife and I gradually left 
innecessary things out of our table regi- 
men, and during the 60 years in which we 
ived together reduced it to the simplest 
erms. 

“During the last two or three years of 
her life I kept close track to see what our 
expenses amounted to, and they were less 
han $52 tor 52 weeks for both of us. We 
iad no rent to pay, however, and no milk 
‘co buy. But I raised a’‘large quantity of 
sarden stuff. We used practically none of 
hat, but gave it to my sons and to the 
neighbors. 

“My first wife died little more than a 
year ago, and I married again last Septem- 
ber. My present wife shares my notions 
of economy and plain living and our ex- 
penses are not greater than before. 

“IT eat lots of sugar, and find it 
excellent food. When I was a boy sugar 
was worth 25 cents a pound or more, and 
I never got enough, and 1 am making up 
now. Sometimes one or both of us feels 
meat hungry, and we get a slice of ham or 
some sausage or beef and eat that. 

“Years ago, when I first talked with 
vegetarians, I felt that I could never gd 
without meat. But I find that I do not 
crave it and get along nicely without it. 

‘‘. wish the people generally could under- 
stand that plain living is more satisfying 
than an attempt to | live on a fancy diet.

Cereal mush is excellent food, is not dis- 
tasteful, and is as pleasing as anything 
that can be obtained. It provides the ele- 
ments that enable one to work and to be 
well. 

Look at me and tell me if I am not in 
fine health for a man away past §&. I 
stand straight, walk often five or more 
miles a day, and within the last W years 
have made three trips to California, living 
there two years. I work about the yard, 
cut all the wood for the winter, keep the 
hardwood trees trimmed, and do other 
things of that sort without difficulty. I 
can still swing my axe to fell or lop @ 
tree.”’ 

Mrs. Talcot ts equally contented with her 
triumph over the pleasures of the palate, 
and supplemented her husband's statement. 

“I have been living on plain diet for 
half a century,” she said. “Fifty years ago 
I was ill and. the doctors said I could not 
recover. I took to dieting, Uved on gra- 
ham bread and milk and other simple 
things, and began to gain. Often I go for a 
visit and eat the food that other people 
like, but if I keep it up it makes me ill. 
We use unleavened bread, too, because we 
think the yeast of raised bread is un- 
healthy 

“There are two things for people to do 
to be happy and healthy. They must live 
plainly and they must sleep at night in- 
stead of half the daytime. In our opinion 
an expenditure of $500 a year for two peo- 
ple would be great extravagance. We 
have no rent to pay, and we have milk 
sent to us by Mr. Talcot’s son, but even 
if we had these things to pay for we would 
not need to spend $300 a year.” 

For two-thirds of a century Willlam Cole 
Talcot has been known as a leader in social 
reforms in Northern Indiana. 

In 1844 he started the Philadelphia Indus- 
trial Association. Land was secured near 
South Bend, on the river, and buildings 
put up. There were nine families of 70 per- 
sons in the community, numbering cob- 
blers, carpenters, farmers and men of other 
trades. 

All went well for a time, but after two 
and a half years the colony disbanded. 

After that Mr. Talcot was elected judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas. He held 
his office 15 years. He had been before the 
owner of the local paper—the Valparairo 
Vidette—and after resigning from the bench 
again took charge of the paper and con- 
ducted it for 30 years. 

Judge Talcot has great influence among 
the people of Porter County. He has kept 
to his free thought, and is now ieader in 
the Dr. Thomas branch of the People’s 
Church tn that city. 

Believing the present system of spell- 
ing English is wrong, Judge Talcot adopted 
the phonetic method of spelling, but went 
farther and devised an alphabet of phonetic 
letters, which he believes represent all 
the sounds needed in speaking English.

HE biggest gun in the world is ready 
i for use. It is the gigantic 15-inch 

coast defense gun which will protect 
this city. It will oe mounted on a steel tur- 
ret on Romer Shoal at the entrance to the 
harbor. 

This gun can throw a shell welghing 2370 
pounds a distance of 21 miles. Its force at 
the muzzle would life 64 of the biggest 
freight locomotives 10 feet in the air. 

It is estimated that it will pierce 4 inches 
of steel plate, eight inches cf wronght Iron, 
560 feet of oak, 10 teet of graniie, 25 teet of 
concrete and six feet of brick. 

With the help of this and other guns to 
be placed in position this harbor will be 
the best defended in the world. The com- 
vieté armament will include 13 16-inch guns, 
two 14-inch guns, # 12-inch guns, 2, iv-lach 
guns, J5 8-inch guns and 144 LW-inch mor- 
Lars. 

The new 16-inch guns !{s not only the long- 
est gun ever bullt, it is the heaviest gun 
in the world. Its length is # feet 2 Inches, 
and its weight no less than 126 tans. Guns 
have been built of a greater caliber than 16 
inches, and by caliber is meant the diam- 
eter of the bore. Two guns built for the 
United States during the Civil war period 
had a caliber of W inches. They were 
smooth bore Rodman parapet guns, and one 
of them was mounted at Fortress Monrae. 
A couple of guns of 17-inch caliber are in 
service in the Italian Navy, and the Arm- 
strongs have built several guns of 164-inch 
caliber, but no gun has ever been built of 
any caliber or design that combined 
such prodigious power and weight as the 
new 16-inch weapon of the United States. 

At the World’s Fair Exposition § the 
Krupps of Germany exhibited what was 
then the biggest gun in the world. That 
weapon we.ghed 121 tons. The new gun of 
the United States exceeds the German gun 
in weight by six tons. 

The German calculations credited the Dig 
weapon at the World's Fair with a maxi- 
mum range of 10 miles, When using brown 
German powder. According ta Major James 
M. Ingalls of the United States Artillery 
service, who is probably the greatest living 
authority on ballistics, the new 16-inch gun 
will have a maximum range of 21 miies. 
This range, »lajor Ingalls estimates, will be 
attained when employing the new smoke- 
less pow de ¢ 

The greatest range ever actually recorded 
in experiments was attained on the Mep- 
firing grounds in Germany in _ 189%, 
when a $.4#-inch Krupp gun, fired In the 
presence of the German Emperor, hurled 
a shell ‘weighing 470 pounds to a distance 
of 124 miles. The actual time of flight of 
the shell was 70.2 seconds. 

The new lé-inch gun, its authorization and 
construction, is credited to the late Briga- 
dier D. A. Flagler, chief of ordnance of the 
I’nited States Army. Gen. Flagler is cred- 
ited with ee that he proposed to have 
mounted in the New York harbor defenses 
at least one gun which, when every other 
gun in the batteries failed, would stop any-

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UNITED STATES OWNS THE 


BIGGEST GUN IN THE WORLD 


Gen. Flagler knew what American work- 
men could do, and he knew also what the 
great Watervliet Arsenal could do, and 
he still further knew that in ordering a 16- 
inch gun built he was assigning a stupen- 
dous task to the arsenal authorities. This 
order necessitated the designing and bulld- 
ing of special tools, enormous lathes and 
planers capable of handling 26 tong 
weight. A special pit had to be bullt—in 
fact, the preparation for the manufacture 
of this monster cannon was almost as 
great as if new works were to be estab- 
lished. 

The new gun is in no sense a cast 
weapon. It ts buiit up in pleces of forged 
steel. By this built-up process the condi- 
tion of the fetal is known througbout. It 
would hardly be possible for a flaw :o pass 
undetected. 

First comes a shaft of forged steel which 
is simply bored out. This is known as the 
“A’’ tube. This tube is planed down to 
the required thickness and is stood on end 
in a pit. Jackets aid hoops are then shrunk 
on over this tube, the metal being in @v- 
ery instance of the best forged steel, bored 
out to the required diameter. 

The hoops and jackets are always a little 
less in diameter than the tube or gun part. 
In order then, to shrink on the hoops and 
jackets they are expanded by a heat ap- 
plication. At the stme time the core part 
{is contracted as much as possibse by the 
application of water. When well heated and 
there is just sufficient play to permit of 
siipping the jacket the latter is lowe 
ered into position. On cooling it contract® 
to {ts normal thickness and grips tight the 
metal beneath. 

The projectile for the new American mone 
stes will have a welght of 2370 pounds, 
The heaviest shell now fired by ao Amefe 
ican gun weighs 114 pounis. Tnts is ine 
weight of the shell fred by the lower ture 
ret guns of the Oregon, Massachusetts ané 
Indiana. 

The 23%0-pound shell of the 16-inch guB 
will have a he'ght of about 5 feet 6 iches. 

The cartridge added to this makes © 
length of nine feet. Two types of shell will 
be made. one known as common shell fitteg 
with a base fuse and carrying an explosive, 
whkeh latter will consist either of black 
powder or guncatton, and the other knows 
as armor-piercing shell. The armor-plerciag 
shells will have caps fitted over their poings 

nd will net carry any explosive charges. 
The latter shelis are intended, as thelr 
name indicates, wholly for armor-plercing 
work.

Until he was 12 the boy worked on his 
father’s farm in Durhamville, N. Y. At 12 
this independent young man left home and 
became an errand boy in his brother's gro- 
cery store in Troy. 

But when a boy has the thrift and busi- 
ness ambition of Russell Sage, it not 
take him long to grasp the princip es of buy- 
ing and selling groceries, farm produce and 
notions—which in those days were all sold 
in the same shop 

So while still a lean stripling, 

Sage took his wages as errand boy, bought 
cautiously such goods as he believed were 
casiest and most profitable to sell, 
vassed Troy.

er merchant in the city. 

At all events, the boy was astonishingly 
successful, and at 21, became the partner 
of another brother, also in the grocer’s busi- 
ness.

. TEPHEN GIRARD, the great benefac- 
tor of Philadelphia, was born in Bor- 
deaux. was left an orphan at 10 and

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A BIG. HOUSE FOR NOTHING. 


IG houses cost much money and fre- 
quently shelter little happiness. Yet 
they have their advantages, chief of

OT only does England govern many 
people on her own national account,

Englishmen seem to have the 


other nations and practically running them. 
The most conspicuous of these Britons just 
now is Sir Robert Hart, who controls the 
customs service of China. His name and 
the story of his rise and achievements have 
been in the newspapers so much recently 
that it is all familiar to the public. In his 
position Sir Robert has nothing to do with 
Vngland, yet he has contrived to do a good 
turn to his native land many times. One 
time when Russia wanted to advance China 
a loan and thus get China in her power, 
Gir Robert checkmated the game of ‘‘Adam- 
gad, the Bear That Walks Like a Man.” 

For a case of despotic power wielded by a 
Briton there is an instance nearer home. 
John Finlayson, who died u short time ago, 
ruled a large part of Morocco, and was 
by a long way the most useful ruler the 
country ever had. He was a Scotchman, 
and had a knowledge of the Moors and the 
Arabic language that was unequaled by 
any man who ever lived—except, perhaps, 
the traveler Burton. 

He was originally a mining expert. and 
he opened and worked some tin mines in 
the back country for the benefit of the Sul- 
tan. Hie became a close friend of the mon- 
arch, who made him practically a ruling 
viceroy, who did the work and took the 
credit, leaving the Sultan to amuse himself 
‘without the anxiety of governing. 

Finlayson remodeled the army, reformed 
the revenues, and soon Morocco began to 
fourish. He did what no Sultan had ever 
been able to do—kept the wild tribes of the 
interior in something approaching order. 
Piracy and robbery he weeded out to a 
farge extent, but it was impossible to stop

“And in my vision it was made clear to 
me that all the riches of earth, and all the 
good deeds, and all the peace and tran- 
quility and good repute did not weigh a 
feather’s weight in the balance if love were 
wanting.

“So it is that I make my confession to 
you, fellow-Chrigtians, and announce my 
departure from your church and your com- 
munity. I must go forth into the world and 
seek for that precious thing which hitherto 
I have sought in vain. For we cannot ex- 
ist without love and be worthy of ourselves 
and our Maker. 

‘‘Love, my sisters and brothers, is the 
product of dependence one upon the other. 
Civilization is making us entirely too inde- 
pendent. It enables us to live wholly sel- 
fish lives. Without love there can be no 
religion, for without the love of man for 
woman and of woman for chil there could 
have been no religion in the world. 

“Every mockery is hateful to God, and 
most of all the mockery of love. My wife 
and I are separating to put an end to that 
mockery. I resign from the church to go 
I know not whither; but wherever it be it 
cannot be to a worse place than a home 
where love exists not.’ 

Such a confession, such an announcement 
from the pulpit had never been heard be- 
for.e At the close of the service the worship- 
pers lay in wait for their pastor to ply him 
with questions, with entreaties to remain 
with them. He had no more to say than 
he had said from the pulpit. His wife and 
he had not quarreled. They understood each 
other and were resolved to part. As for 
him, his mind was made up. He must go 
away. Nothing could induce him to stay in 
Honey Bend. 

To understand what this meant to the 
congregation it is necessary to understand 
how much Mr. Querry had been to the Prim- 
itive Seventh Day Baptists of the village. 

The pioneer settlers of Montgomery Coun- 
ty brought their quaint religion with them 
from thé Carolinas. They built a church at 
Honey Bend and conducted there all the 
curious ritual of their faith. On the third 
Saturday and Sunday of May, for instance, 
they had their annual love feast, to which 
people came in thousands from miles around 
to picnic and worship in the grove of trees 
Surrounding the Httle church. At this love 
feast occurred the washing of feet, which 
is one of the most characteristic ceremonies 
of the sect. 

“Ben” Querry was a_ stoop-shouldered, 
raw-boned youth, who conceived a desire to 
become a preacher, and studied for that end. 
Despite his ungainly appearance and man- 
ners he had no small gift of magnetism, 
and this he used to good effect in the court- 
ship of Marietta Stevens, the prettiest girl 
in the village of Raymond.

A one can- 
not keep bees in the house, or at 
least as it is not desirable to do so, their 
care necessarily takes one out-of-doors, 
and, their labors being incessant and regu- 
lar, they demand such attention as leaves 
little time for anyone responsible for them 
to indulge in morbid introspection or de- 
spondency.

During the five years I have been here 
they have scarcely missed a day. Now and 
then one of their number passes away and 
they come to the park to memorialize him. 

One after another they wend thelr way 
into the grounds in the morning and spe- 
cial seats are reserved for them. No one 
appreciates their interesting stories more 
than I do. They are like a lot of happy. 
care-free boys when they get together, and 
one frequently will twit the other. If there 
is apt to be a dispute I am called into con- 
sultation as arbiter. | 

Sometimes there ts a 4ifference about @ 
date half a century back, and I am re- 
quired to look itn the encyclopedia to 
straighten out the tangle. 

Everyone in South St. Louts ts familiar 
with the faces of these benevolent old men. 
Most of them have retired from business 
and not a few of them are quite wealthy. 
Their sons are conspicuous in the business 
interests of the city. 

There are no special rules or by-laws in 
this Renton Park Club, save that one must 
at least have reached his @th year. 

They enjoy life to the fullest extent and 
their stories are worth going a long way to 
hear.

ing of St. Louis Turners in the old 
St George market house, in South St. Louis 
for the purpose of forestalling what was re- 
puted to be a movement to ally the Turners 
with the Confederacy. The sympathies of 
the assemblage were about evenly divided 
between the North and the South, and when 
an effort was made to adopt anti-union res- 
ofutions a lad of 17 years leaped upon a meat 
block and made an tmpassioned appeal to 
those who desired to remain loyal to the 
Union to follow him from the place and 
hold a separate meeting. 

He was a boy, but he had a strong per- 
sonality and brown eyes that shone like 
fire. He captured more than half of the 
meeting. 


F ORTY years ago, when the Civil war 


This week 286,000 men represented in the. 


annual and national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic at Chicago 
will elect that boy commander-in-chief. He 
is Major Leo Rassieur of 8t. Louis. 


Judge Rassieur was an eleventh hour can- 
didate for this office before the Philadelphia 
convention of 1899, but withdrew before the 
ballot in favor of*Col. Albert D. Shaw of 
Watertown, N. Y. In return for the cous- 
tesy, Col. Shaw's friends are now among 
the foremost of Jwige Rassieur's supporters 
for commanders-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic do not stand for a second 
term. ‘here was a time in years gone when 
a certain soldier served three con- 
secutive terms in the office which will be 
given to Judge Rassieur this week. He 
was Gen. John A. Logan, the ‘‘Black Eagle” 
of Illinois, and the men of the G. A. R. 
admit it chiefest among the glories of 
their organization ‘that Gen. Logan was 
once the commander-inchief. 


A ecommander-in-ehief of the G. A. R. 
is not paid a salary. Even great men are 
well content with the office as an honor. 
A commander-in-chief must have much ex- 
ecutive and business ability, and he must 
devote a certain portion of time to getting 
around over the country and visiting the 
principal posts. 

Judge Leo Rassieur was born in Badern, 
Alsace, Germany, in 1844, and his people 
came to the United States and to St. Louis 
in 1849. In the 50 years that have elapsed 
between that time and this Judge Rassieur 
has served four years in the field as a sol- 
dier: has been d member of the St. Louls 
Board of Education five years and attorney 
of tlg: board ten years; has spent four years 
on the bench of the Probate Court of St. 
Louis: has organized and served as presi- 
dent of the Western Rowing Club of St. 
Louis, the principal organization of its kind 
in the Mississippi valley; has bullt up one 
of the largest law practices in St. Louls, 
and has become one of his city’s most 
prominent men. 

His intimate friends are not quite agreed 
as to what it is that makes him by their 
own choicé a leader of men. Some of them 
think it is his vigorous way of doing things, 
and others rather attribute it to his tact. 
They say he has a genius for doing the 
right thing at the right time. They are all 
agreed that he has an exceptional quality 
of thoroughness. City Counselor Benjamin 
Schnurmacher, who was Judge Rassieur’s 
law partner several years, says the Judge, 
in his friendships, hfs business and every- 
thing that is a part of his busy life, is as 
thorough a man’ as he ever knew. Thomas 
B. Rodgers, adjutant general of the Mis- 
sour! department of the G. A. R., and one 
of Judge Rassieurs intimate friends, says 
of his that ‘‘he will make a good G. A. R. 
commander-in-chief, for he makes a good 
everything. Gen. B. J. Farrar of the Unt- 
ted States treasury department at St. Louls, 
who was colonel of the Thirtieth Missouri, 
in which Judge Rassieur enlisted as a pri- 
Vate at 1l7-vyears and was breveted a major 
aftér fighting from beginning to end of the 
civil war, says ‘‘the Judge was the same 
fair and fearless fighter in the army that 
he has always been since the war ended. 
I know the men who fought with him are 
proud of him, and I am sure St. Louis Is." 

Judge Rassieur came out of the war with 
iron-gray hair. He was but 21 years old. 
Ife attributes a large measure of his suc- 
coss to his white hair. jocularly declaring 
that humankind ts disarmed in its defense 
against knavery by white hairs. 


Judge Rassieur lives at 233 Whittemore 
place, but this month he has been at Charte- 
voix, Mich., with his family. The Frank P. 
Blair Post, of which he is commander, 
leaves St. Louls today to attend the Chicago 
encampment, and Judge Rassieur has came 
down from Charlevoix to make the trip with 
his comrades. 


“It is fllustrative of the man’s thorough 
ness in doing things,’’ says Adjutant Gen- 
eral Rodgers of Missouri Department head- 
quarters, that he should insist upon coming 
all the way from Northern Michigan to St. 
Louis to go with his Post when he could 
meet his men at Chicago. He would not 
think of going any way save with the Post. 
lie is perhaps the most enthusiastic G. A. 
rR. man in Missourt, the most regular in 
attendance at meetings and encampments, 
and the best-known. He is a busy man, 
with every hour of the day having its vaiue, 
but he is never too busy to look after a com- 
rade in distress. He has his hand in his 
pocket a good deal for his less fortunate 
comrades, and his kindly interest in them 
is beautiful for its sincerity. That it the 
sort of man he fa.” 


Judge Rassieur’s legal practice is often 
remarked upon as exceptional for the un- 
usual feminity of his clientele. lawyers 
are not ordinarily blessed with anything 
likée a# Many women us men clients. This is 
postbly due to woman's feeling that where 
the law is against her she has only to retain 
a lawyer to overcome it. Naturally the law- 
yer cannot long hold his client when he can- 
not do what she knows he could do did he 
but try right hard, and the upshofof it ai! 
is that a litigating woman often has a new 
lawyer. But for some reason Judge RMas- 
sieur's women clients are almost always 
permanent. When asked why this ts so 
Mr. Schurnmacker answered:

“If T attempted to explain it,’ said Mr. 
Schurmacker, “1 would say that Judge Ras- 
sieur’s great patience and sincerity have 
ali to do with it, He makes his client's fight 
bis injury, his opportunity and necessity all 


i 


his own, and he would never fight a whit 
harder for himself than he would for his 
clients.’’ 


Maj. William Warner, a United States 
district attorney at Kansas City, and him- 
self commander-in-chief of the G. A. R. for 
& term, will place Judge Rassfeur in nom- 
ination at Chicago. Maj. Warner is one of 
the Judge's chief admirers. He nominated 
him at Philadelphia, and it would be dif- 
ficult to say things more complimentary of 
Judge Rassieur than these, which were said 
by Maj. Warner in his nominating address 
to the national encampment: 


The department of Missouri has many 
comrades whom we delight to honor, but 
we have one that we all love, we love him 
because he is a true comrade 365 days in 
the year, we love him because his Nfe is an 
exemplification of our trinity of vistues, 
fraternity, charity and loyalty. If I had said 
this much in the city of St. Louis, the home 
of this comrade, there would stray to every 
lip the name of Leo Rassieur. Leo Ras 
eieur is no fair weather member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, he was no 
fair-weather soldier, one of the first to be 
mustered into the Union army and one of 
the last to be mustered ont. In the early 
days of 1861 you, my comrades, who are 
familiar with the history of your country, 
know that the fate of the great state of 
Missouri was trembling in the balance. 
Then it took courage of a high order for a 
man young or old to stand out and aay, I 
am for the Union. At that time young Ras- 
sieur was a potential power in forming the 
loyal sentiment and organizing the loyal 
men of the city of St. Louis. 


The governor of our state, Claib Jackson, 
was in a conspiracy to take the state out of 
the Union. Her militia, commanded by a 
southern sympathizer, was in camp at Camp 
Jackson, waiting an opportunity to strike a 
blow at the Union. Gov. Jackson and his 
followers attempted to conceal their real 
purpose under the cloak of neutrality, trying 
to make the people of St. Louls believe that 
in the impending conflict they could stand 
idly by as witnesses and take no part, 


Early in that epring before the firing upon 
Fort Sumter, @ meeting was called at the 
old St. George market bouse in Sowth St. 
Louis, the stronghold of the Germans, 
called by Jackson ostensibly for the purpose 
of giving expression to the sentiment of the 
people on the coming conflict, but really te 
strengthen the cause of secession. Out and 
dried resolutions were presented proclaim- 
ing the right of a state peaceably to with 
draw from this Union, denying the power in 
the general government to coerce a sister 
@tate; flery speeches were made in support 
of those resolutions. 

The sturdy Germans stood awed for a mo 
ment, but in that old market house suddenly 
@ boy was placed wpen a butcher's block, and 
in words of burning eloquence, bristilog 
with patriotiem, thongh then not 17 yeare 
of age, he denounced secession, neutrality 
and the resolutions. Dhe chairman of the 
mieeting, being a southern sympathizer, ruled 
bim off the floor, but the spirit of patriotism 
Was upen the boy. He cried: 

‘‘All the levers of your country follow me,”’ 
and they went to an adjoining room, they 
organized @ meeting, and the resolutions 
that »e drafted have become historical ia 
our country. It was the first check to se 
cession in Migsouri, and that boy orator, that 
youthful patriot, is our candidate fer com- 
mamder-ina-chief. 

You want to know who the man is, and I 
am not going much into history, but on May 
7. 1831, young Rassieur was found in the 
First Missouri Volunteer Infantry, haviag 
refused a commission of a first lieutenant 
in the rtate troops. On the 10th day of 
May, three Aays after bis enlistment, he 
followe.l Nathaniel Lyon, alding In the cap- 
ture of Camp Jackson, which sounded the 
deathkne!l to secession fo Missouri, and maie 
her disloyal) governor a fugitive from the 
state. Mustered [n on the 7th day of May, 
1861, he was mostered cut of the service on 
the 20th of Augnst, 1865, when but 21 years 
4 months of age. He went in as a private. 
He was prometed successively to orderly 
sergeint, second Heutenaat, first lieutenant, 
captain 1 major; and the records of the 
war deptrtment show that every promotion 
Was for gallantry wpon the field of battle. To 
speak of the battles In which he participat- 
@) would be to recognt the battles In the 
Missismupi Valley from the day the stars 
and stripes weat down at Fort Sumter te the 
day thit the stars and bers went down at 
Appoaiittox. Hie lest engagement Wae at 
the charge of Fort Blakely, that ever-mem- 
otable day when Grant and Lee met under 
the lone appl tree. 

The war ended, young Raesteur retarned 
to St. Louia, entered a haw office, bie ro'e 
capital being Gis brains, his Ind istry and his 
bonesty. He hee catved for himself a nate, 
and since then hile fervid oratery has «harm +i 
the bar and bis learning has graced the jr- 
dictal ermine of out estate. From the er- 
ganization of the Grand Army of ihe Re- 
pibliic he Bas been a member. He Yee veen 
poet conmmander, department commnumie 
and jadge advocate-general. Leo ilase-eir 
is never absent. Me attends the prat's 
freetings, and the encampm “%4, state and 
national, with religions zeal.

THE GRAND ARMY. 


In June of 199 the total membership of 
the G. A. R. was 287,981. Missouri's quota 
of sixty-eight deaths out of 11,/08 members 
in the year will approximately give the pro- 
portion of deaths—one in 173. New York 
leads in membership with 33,487. Pennsyl- 
vania has 30,166; Ohio 25,798, and Lilinols 
23,310. There are 200 G. A. R. members tn 
St. Louis ang it fs estimated that not more 
than one-half the Union soldiers surviving 
the war ever joined the Grand Army. This 
has been largely due to their isolation from 
posts, farmers being especially outside of 
the organization. The year 15% showed 
409,489 members, the high water mark in 
membership. Lach subsequent year shows 
@ falling off. The Grand Army of the Re- 
public is marching into the shadows. 

The Grand Army owes its origin to LiNnots. 

Its encampment of 1875 was held in Chl- 
cago. Grant and Logan were living then. 
Rev. William J. Rutledge of Petersburg, ILIlL., 
April 6, 1866, originated the idea of the or- 
ganization, and his ‘“‘bunkle,’’ Dr. Benja- 
min F. Stephenson of Springfield, both mem- 
bers of the Fourteenth Illinois, put it into 
effect. The first post was at Decatur, and 
known as Decatur No.1. “Fraternity, char- 
ity, loyaity’’ were the keywords in the dec- 
laration of principles. The first department 
encampment was held in July, 1566, at 
Springfield, and Gen. John '‘M. Palmer was 
elected department commander. The first 
national meeting of the order was held at 
Indianapolis, Nov. 2, 186. The first na- 
tional commander was Major-General Ste- 
phen A. Hurlbut of lllinofs. At the second 
national encampment, held in Philadelphia 
in 1868 Gen. John A. Logan became na- 
tional commander. In the % years of the 
existence of the organization Llinota has 
been six times honored with the office of 
national commander llinots, gave to 
the nation the beautiful custom of Memorial 
Day and the strewing of flowers over the 
graves of the dead. Gen. Logan signed the 
firat order for the observance of Decoration 
Day, and sent it out May 5, 1868.

“SN OURT after court, military and civil,

rewims of testimony bearing upon the 


now famous Carter case, and yet for some 
Girange reason the inner history of the 
Great case has never yet reached the pub- 
lic. Comparatively few and disconnected 
have been the facts disclosed concerning the 
alleged conspiracy, by which it is claimed 
the United States was defrauded of more 
than $2,000,000. : 

Is Oberlin M. Carter an American Drey- 
fus’ If guilty, did he act alone? If act- 
ing with others, what was his share? lIlow 
much of the fortune he acquired is awaiting 
the termination of his term of imprison- 
ment? tiow was this fortune acquired? 
Hiow much was known to the court-martial 
that convicted him and on what does the 
government now base its hopes to move still 
further the wheels of justice? These 
questions still asked, and to these United 
States Attorney Marton Erwin, who has had 
in charge the preparation and presentation 
in the civil courts of the case of the gov- 
ernment, has given an answer. He has out- 
lined the government's case, divesting it of 
legal technicalities and showing Low, step 
by step, Capt. Carter was drawn into the 
stream that carried him through wealth to 
Leavenworth prison. 

His outline of the case tells how Capt. 
Carter increased his income from $3000 to 
$30,000 a year, and still has to his credit 
a fortune of $600,000 after allowing $100,000 for 
his defense. The simplicity of the methods 
by which this was accomplished with a 
minimum chance of detection amounted to 
genius. He has set forth how in the un- 
certainty of public bids 4t was possible for 
Capt. Carter to place at pleasure the con- 
tracts on which his income depanded. He 
has outlined, too, the story of his discovery 
and conviction.

The method by which the division of 
the profits of the contracts between Greene, 
the Gaynors and Carter was discovered, and 
its demonstration in the closing analysis 
of the accounts, put fn on the last day of 
the hearing by the government's expert ac- 
countant, Mr. Edward I. Johnson, is a mar- 
velous exhibition of accuountant’s 
work,

In its present entirety the record reads 
like a romance. It tells the story of a brill- 
lant young officer of great promise falling 
into the hands of stronger men, beset with 
temptations presented at first in subtie 
ways, yiekling in small things, then corrup- 
tion, fraud and degradation, with at last 
the penitentiary for at least the brilliant 
young man who yielded to the tempters. 

As disclosed by the testimony Oberlin M 
Carter was graduated from the United 
States military academy at West Point in 
ISSU at the head of his class. He was 
moted to the army as second lieutenant. 
Among his first duties he was assigned to 
kort Leavenworth, Kan., where 1s 
later he was to be returned a convicted 
felon. 

Carter, in 188, was assigned to work on 
the river and harbor of Savannah as t[n- 
Spector and assistant to Gen. Q. A. Gilmore, 
Who was in charge of the district. The 
Gaynors and Benjamin D. Greene were at 
that time doing the contract work for the 
government at Savannah. Greene himse!f 
Was a graduate of West Point, and had be- 
longed to the corps of engineers, Sut had re- 
signed and gone into contract work for the 
government. 

Gen. Gilmore died In 1888 and Carter, then 
& first lieutenant, succeeded to the Savan- 
nah district. From the very first Greene 
appears to have exercised a powerful in- 
fluence on Carter. Letters in evidence in- 
dicate that from 1885 to 1891 Carter was led 
into side partnerships with Benjamin D. 
Greene and John F. Gaynor in all sorts of 
private enterprises. 

Hie is shown to have borrowed $1600 in 1886 
from Greene, and in 1889 he applied again 
for 32000 more. Finally the letters between 
them indicate that Greene and Gaynor 
claimed tu have obtained a $6,090,000 contract 
for Improving the harbor of 
Chill and that Carter was to resign and join 
them in this work. On June 3, ISSS, Greene 
writes to Carter, refering to the Chill enter- 
prise, “‘thia, 1 think, is the chance of our 
lives. Now let that dredging, so John and

The Chili contract, however, never ma- 
terialized. In the meantime a great con- 
vention of business men from a number of 
important southern cities met in Savannah 
and recommended to Congress the appro- 
priation of big sums for deepening the Sa- 
vannah river and harbor in the interest of 
commerce. Congress commenced to appro- 
priate large sums, and between 1890 and 1896 
made appropriations for Savannah dis- 
trict of more than $3,000,000.

At this point the correspondence indicates 
that participation in all petty side enter- 
prises ceased.

The principal part of the harbor Improve- 
ments consisted of laying courses of bun- 
dies of brush in the form of mattresses, up- 
on which were piled rock to make the dams, 
walls or jetties for the control of the cur- 
rent. 

Gen. Gilmore had paid for these brush 
mattresses by the cubic yard, and so had 
Carter, up to 189], but in 1891 Carter changed 
the specifications so that the contracts spec- 
ified payment fur the mattresses by the 
square yard. He also cut down the thick- 
ness of the mattresses in the successive con- 
tracts from eighteen to sixteen, to twelve 
and finally to nine inches in thickness. And 
he paid for the nine inch mattresses $1.10 per 
square yard, the price that Gilmore 
paid for a cubic As it takes four 
mattresses nine inches thick piled on each 
other to make a cubic yard in thickness, it 
will be seen that Carter paid $4.40 for what 
Gilmore paid $1.10,

The ®vidence shows that from 1891 to 18% 
Green And the Gaynors, either in their own 
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N. H. Shinburne had made up his mind to 
loot that concern. Finding that Mr. Tilden, 
the cashier, was away with his family, 
Shinburne climbed to the second story of 
the cashier’s home, found the keys, took an 
impression and walked out of the front 
door. He found the servant girl] sitting on 
the stoop and stopped to reprimand her for 
her carelessness in leaving the house so un- 
guarded. 

Shinburne was stopping at the Cheshire 
House, pretending to be an agent for a ci- 
gar firm. He found out that a company 
building a railroad deposited large sums of 
money in this bank. The following Sunday 
he went to the bank and found $232,000. 
He concluded that there was danger of be- 
ing observed if he carried away the money 
and quietly left the bank. 

Before leaving’ he locked the safe and no 
one Knew that he had been a visitor there 
until I told the cashier later. Shinburne 
had scarcely driven away from the build- 


down the street. 

Shinburne told me after I arrested him 
in Saratoga of the affair and said that he 
had only remained in Saratoga to take the 
midnight train and secure the $230,000. His 
arrest was a mighty lucky thing for the 
Cheshire County Bank. 

Il heard nothing more of Shinburne after 
his escape until February, 1866. On the 
night of the 26th of that month he attempt- 
ed to rob the bank at St. Albans, Vt., but 
they were fired upon by a strong guard. 
The burglars dropped everything. and ran. 
They boarded a train to go to Boston. 
Shinburne went to sleep in one car and 
one of the jurymen who had tried him for 
the bank robbery recognized him. 

He was jailed again at Concord Feb. 27, 
He had confederates who cut a hole in the 
big wooden gate and filled it up with dirt 
and putty. On the night of Dec. 3, 1806, 
Shinburne passed the gate, made a flying 
leap and_went through the gate headiirst. 
His confederates were outside with a swift 
team. 

In 1867 he was arrested for the robbery 
of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Co.'s 
office at Wilkesbarre. Pa. Here he secured 
$33,000, but was captured. There was no 
prison in the place, so the officers engaged 
two rooms in a hotel, one on either side of 
the hall. Shinburne was handcuffed to one 
officer. The other took his clothes and 
shoes with him, locked the door and retired. 

Shinburne had concealed a steel pen un- 
der his tongue. The officer to whom he Was 
handcuffed was tired and went to sleep. 
Shinburne used the pen to unlock the hand- 
cuffs, dressed himself in the officer's 
clothes, tore a sheet into strips and let 
himself down from the window. 

Some time after that Shinburne was ar- 
rested on lower Broadway for the robbery 
of a Baltimore bank. The police of that 
city were notified and Shinburne announced 
that he was willing to go to Baltimore. 
So the officers took him to Jersey City. 
He was accompanied by his counsel, ex- 
Judge Stewart. Once in Jersey City the law- 
yer demanded by what authority they were 
taking a citizen through New Jersey with- 
out a warrant. The officers were compelled 
to allow Shinburne to go free. 

Shortly afterward followed the robbery of 
the Ocean Bank of this city. The bank 
was on the southeast corner of Greenwich 
and Fulton streets. The officials some time 
before the robbery rented the basement of 
the building to William O’Kell, who said he 
wanted the place for an exchange office. 
A few days before the robbery he sublet 
the back room to a man by the name of 
Charles K. Cole. 

The gang cut a hole fn the celling—the 
floor of the bank—on the night of Sunday, 
June 27, and entered the room of Mr. Mar- 
tin, the president, through this hole. They 
opened the vault. Inside they found a 
bunch of keys. These keys admitted them 
to the treasure chest and over $1,000,000 was 
secured. 

The following morning the colored janitor 
found a nice mess. In the vault all the tin 


found that the thieves had overlooked a bag 
containing $20,000 in gold lying on a shelf 
and $300,000 In clearing house certificates. 

Shinburne left for Europe, purchased thé 
title of Baron and bought a country seat 
with a castle. 

The money was squandered, and at thé 
end of 18 years he was compelled to seek 
aid of his crooked friends. A wealthy 
“fence” of London grew tired of loaning 
him money and told him that he knew @® 
Belgium bank that could be cracked easily. 

With a confederate Shinburne entered the 
bank one night in 1886 and the two were 
working at the safe when they were sure 
rounded by police. Shinburne fired at & po- 
liceman but was overpowered. He and his 
partner were convicted, the latter receiving 
a sentence of 12 years, while Shinburne was 
given 16% years. The “fence” had given 
the men away. The confederate died in 
prison. 

In 1892 an American crook was arrested 
at Leige, Belgium, for attempting to steal 
$5000. The authorities were anxious to 
know his tdentity. Shinburne, in prison at 
Viviers, read an account of the arrest ang 
resognized his betrayer. He wrote to the 
Belgian government, stated that he know 
the criminal and would reveal his identity 
on condition that he was given his releasé 
from prison. He was escorted to the Hel 
gian frontier by the police and was told t@ 
clear out. 

Shinburne turned up tn London, where h¢ 
would make occasional trips out of town, 
On one of these trips a small bank in Scote 
land was robbed of $10,090. Circulars werg 
sent to the New York police. I was satis« 
fied that Shinburne had been at work again, 
The only way in which the thief could bé 
traced was by means of the numbers om 
the notes. 

Shinburne was fn jall in Schoharie, thig 
state, afterwards for attempting to rod thd 
First National Bank of Middleburg. Just 
before the trial I met Robert Pinkerton, 
who told me that Shinburne denied hig 
identity. I went to Schoharie and identified 
him at once. He was sentenced to hard lae 
bor at Dannemora prison. 

While tn the jail at Schoharie the jallen, 
an old man, brought In his supper one even~ 
ing as usual. Shinburne, who saw that the 
jailer had left the outer door ajar, ran to 
the door. The jatler’s wife was about én- 
tering. She grabbed the fleeing man and 
managed to throw him to the floor, and 
then sat on him. He squirmed, but as the 
lady weighed over 250 pounds he was faste- 
ened as though in a vise. 

On Oct. 10 next Shinburne’s time will have 
expired. but as soon as he emerges he will 
be arrested by Robert Pinkerton, who will 
take his prisoner to the jall at Concord, toe 
serve a term of 19 years, as it is the custom 
in that state to double the term of a prison« 
er who escapes from jail. 


There is an fndictment pending against | 


Shinburne for his attempt to escape from 
the Schoharie jail, but it Is not probable 


that he will ever be tried, for death will 


likely intervene.

names or in the names of someone else for 
their benefit, got every contract for jetty 
work in the district except one, and that 
only the cheapest design of mattresses was 
used in the work done by them. 

Following the increase of four hundred 
per cent in the cost of materials, the record 
shows at the conclusion of the 1891 con- 
tracts a deposit of $12,600 in Carter's account 
from an unknown source and invested in 
bonds. From 1892 to 1897, when Carter left 
the district, the evidence now adduced in- 
dicates a division by thirds of the entire 
profits of the contracts. 

The court martial which tried Capt. Car- 
ter in 1898 had no power to compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses from civil Ife. The 
banks with which Carter and Greene and 
the Gaynors dealt, both in Georgia and in 
New York, refused to produce before a mil- 
itary court their accounts or the documents 
that might have elucidated the transactions 
between them. For this reason the court 
martial was unable to trace any division of 
money between the parties. There was 
much damaging testimony, however, on the 
engineering features of the case, technical 
in their nature, which {s not necessary to 
touch upon this outline. 

These features were passed upon by the 
expert military men and engineers compos- 
ing the court. This, together with evidence 
indicating the suppression of competition In 
letting bids and other similar features, with 
the evidence of the increase of Capt. Car- 
ter’s personal expenditures far beyond his 
known sources of income, running up from 
$4,000 a year in 1890 to $25,000 in 1896, and With 
evidence that he was using the income from 
a large amount of securities, which he 
claimed belonged to his father-in-law, R. F. 
Westcott—a fact which the latter refused to 
g0 on the stand and verify—produced a 
moral conviction in the minds of the court 
martial that resulted in a verdict of guilty 
egainst Capt. Carter. 

The sentence of dismissal from the 
vice, with the publication at his home of 
his degradation and the imposing of a fine 
of $000, with a term of five years’ imprisoun- 
ment in the Fort Leavenworth Penitentlary, 
followed. 

Capt. Carter, however, had many wartn 
personal friends, who, not understanding 
the damaging character of the evidence be- 
fore the court martial, were not at all con- 
vincey of his guilt. Capt. Carter was looked 
upon by them as a second Dreyfus, and 
every influence possible was made to over- 
turn the judgment of his fellow officers. 
An appeal was taken to President McKin- 
ley as commander in chief of the armies of 
the United State’. 

The voluminous record, containing some 
70 pages of typewriting, besides two big 
chests of documents, was thrown at the 
President just in the midst of the Spanish 
war. The President referred it to former 
Senator George S. Edmunds of Vermont, 
as special referee, for a report. The latter 
reported that the evidence Indicated grave 
irregularities on the part of Capt. Carter, 
for which he should be dismissed from the 
army, but that the evidence before the court 
martial was not sufficient to warrant the 
conclusion that there had been a division 
of the spoil. 

The President then referred the record to 


scer- 


Attorney General John W. Griggs for fur- 
ther investigation. The Attorney General 
went at the case in a different way. He 
caused Mr. Edward I. Johnson, one of the 
most expert national bank examiners in the 
service of the government, to be detailed for 
work on such of the Carter bank accounts 
and check books as were then accessible. 

Carter’s bank deposit tickets showed that 
he had been for several years collecting 
coupons of various kinds of bonds which 
were specified in the tickets. 

The evidence uncovered was sufficient to 
satisfy the attorney-general that the in- 
come which Carter was so lavishly spending, 
and which he maintained represented pres- 
ents from his father-in-law, was really de- 
rived from bonds which Carter controlled 
himself. He reported the court-martial’s 
finding as true, and the president affirmed 
the report, sentencing -Carter to the penl- 
tentlary. 

Still the actual fact of the division of the 
money between the parties, as well as the 
method by which it had not up 
to this time been disclosed. 

The attorney-general followed his finding 
by referring the case of the co-consplira- 
tors to the United Sates attorney for the 
southern district of Georgia. On Dec. 38, 
1ISv9, the grandjury of that district returned 
true bills against Benjamin D. Greene, John 
k’.

During the continuance of these proceed- 
ngs, however subpenas were Issued in the 
interest of the grovernment to the ofgti cs of 
every ban« In Bavannah, Fernandina, Fla., 
and New York City, and every broker with 
whom the defendants had dealt, r¢quiring 
them to produce their books and accounts. 
An agreement was reached by which the 
government's expert was allowed 4o take 
copies of the accounts from the books 

As au illustration of the manner in which 
the division of the money deposited In the 
New York banks is indicated In the ac- 
counts may be taken the following division 
made on Oct. 10, 1893. On that date the ac- 
count of B. D. Greene in the American Ex- 
change National Bank, New York, shows a 
deposit to his credit of government checks 
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issued Sy Capt. Carter for contract work to 
the amount of $36,075. 

Subtracting the $75, which, from the fact 
of its being repeated on occasions when 
Carter made trips to New York, as indicated 
by bills for lodgings at his New York clubs 
and other bills, and omitted on occasions 
when he did not go to New York, appears to 
be an allowance to him for such trips, it 
leaves $36,000 for division.

On Oct. 12, two davs after the date of de- 
‘jreene issued his check to Gaynor 
Hie had on Oct. 10, the very day 
of deposit, drawn out in cash $12,075, still 
leaving $12,000 to his own credit. On Oct. 
10 Carter deposits to his own credit in the 
Union Trust Co. and through Westcott with 
Read & klagg, brokers, $11,800 In currency, 
which was invested in certain bonds, which 
bonds, as shown by Read & Flagg’s books, 
are identified by description and serial num- 
bers, 

Carter’s bank deposit tickets, made out fn 
his own handwriting, show that he col- 
lected the coupons on these bonds in 18M, 
1896 and 1897, and these identical bonds by 
serial numbers and description are included 
in the receipt given on Oct. 29, 1597, by 
Carter to Westcott for securities, which 
receipt Westcott produced in Carter's own 
handwriting. 

For another illustration take Division No. 
9. On Aug. 7, 1893, there was deposited tin 
Willlam T. Gaynor’s account in the Amert- 
can Exchange National bank, New York, 
Carter's disbursing check for contract work 
for. $39.06. That Carter was in New York 
is indicated by a receipt found In his papers 
for lodging at the Union club and his bank 
check dated at New York that day.

Carter's bank deposit tickets show his 
collection of the coupons on these bonds, 
from 1893 to 1897, and the identical bonds afe 
among the number specified in Carters re- 
ceipt to Westcott, In October, 1897. There 
were 32 divisions made in this way, covering 
number of Carter's disburaing 
checks deposited in the New York banks 
extending through a period of six years. 
Many of the deposits were made in account 
kept in the Union Trust Co. in the name of 
R. F. Westcott, which was used by Carter 
both for deposit and withdrawals under a 
power of attorney. 

It is in this manner that the analysis of 
the expert traces the proceeds of 31 divisions 
by thirds between B. D. Greene, John F. 
Gaynor and Oberlin M. Carter, represent- 
ing. with certain real estate investments, a 
third of all the net profits of the contract 
work in the Savannah district, from 1892 to 
which one-third amounts to $697,3546.4.

The analysia 
indicates that this also was divided by 
thirds, after returning to Greene, Gaynor 
and Carter sums which they had respec¢ 
tively advanced to carry on the work. 

The total amount of the column of thirds 
as shown by the analysis is $724,103.08 and 
corresponding investments indicated ag 
traced to Carter's share foot up $607,668.62, 
This indicates a division of profits between 
the three of more than $2,000,000. This is ex- 
clusive of the large amounts pald to the 
younger Gaynors, who superintended the 
work, 


A brief reference to the manner in which 
the frauds for which Capt. Carter was con< 
victed was first discovered may be of in- 
terest. lt has been the practice to change 
the assiznment of engineer officers from one 
Station to another after they have served 
at one place for a few years. This rule was 
not enforced in Capt. Carter's case, be- 
cause he urged his desire to complete the 
great scheme he was carrying on for im- 
proving the Georgia harbors. After being 
in charge of the district for nine years it 
was decided, however, that a change must 
be made, Carter then received the appoint- 
ment of military attache to the court of 
St. James, and was named as. one of the 
Nicaraguan Canal commissio " 

lie was succeeded by Capt. Cassius EK. 
Gillette, who, within ten days after reach- 
ing Savannah, discovered that the work had@ 
been going on in total disregard to the con 
tract specifications. Upon attempting to ex- 
amine certain official papers which shoulé 
have been on file in the office, he learned 
that Capt. Carter had packed them up with 
his own private papers in a file box, which 
he had stowed away when he left Savane 
nah, directing that it be shipped to his 
later. 

Capt. Gliilette detained the box untill the 
board of inquiry appointed by the President 
reached Savannah. Capt. Carter was re- 
called, produced the key, and in hig 
presence the box was opened. 

The contents of the box led to a courte 
martial and Carter's final downfall. Whaé 
will be the final result to his alleged co<- 
conspirators is yet to be determined.

Capital was required for the development 
of these discoveries.
